“She enjoyed PX privileges, 
the use of all military recrea­ 
tional facilities, and was allowed 
to study under the Army’s edu­ 
cational program for military 
personnel through classwork at 
the University of 
Maryland s 
overseas establishment. 
“In case of a resumption of 
hostilities, it would have been 
necessary to evacuate her and 
the thousands of other civilian 
workers to Japan. I do not know 
the exact amount of her pay, 
but it was surely three times 
that of mine.” 
I prefer to give my corres­ 
pondent's conclusions rather than 
my own: 
“Were the Army to replace 
this civilian, and the thousands 
of others serving with military 
organizations, with qualified mili­ 
tary personnel, a great saving 
could be realized. The soldier 
replacing 
the 
civilian 
would 
handle the civilian's duties. 
“In case of war he would not 
become so much baggage to be 
evacuated to safety, but a work­ 
ing unit of the over-all fighting 
establishment. In a Cold War 
situation such as that prevailing 
in Korea, he would be on duty 
not eight but 24 hours a day, 
including weekends, at no extra 
cost. His quarters would be a 
barracks shared by other sol­ 
diers, not a single room . . . ” 
The Army's reason for keeping 
the DAC’s is continuity of ser­ 
vice. As hired help, they remain 
on duty while the soldier is sent 
home. My correspondent has a 
cure for that: 
” . . . Surely continuity of ser­ 
vice can be achieved by other, 
less costly, means. The Army 
pays soldiers extra for oversaa 
service, for hazardous duty such 
as airborne training, and for ad­ 
ditional service beyond 
two 
years. Why not increase the pay 
of the soldier by ten per cent 
for every additional year of ov er­ 
seas service beyond the man­ 
datory amount . . . ” 
Altogether this is an interest­ 
ing, intelligent letter deserving 
of notice by the Pentagon and 
by Congress. I do not give the 
writer’s name because I do not

In the first two years in of 
fic*i the governor is the strong 
man insofar as his own party 
affairs are concerned. He is the 
one for example who holds the 
upper hand on the huge state 
patronage bandwagon. 
He is the one who can effec­ 
tively snap off the 
heads ai 
balking politicos in more ways 
than one — in or out of the 
legislative branch. 
This holds for about the first 
two years — and then it begin* 
to wane. In the last half of an 
administration for example if 
Is tougher to get responsible 
persons to take key, although 
top-paying, state posts. 
The time element is too short. 
(Of course the exceptions inall 
these cases are the run of mill 
political hacks alway* ready to 
snap at any crumb — hut these 
are not the “responsible per 
sons" that today must be spot 
ted through key slots.) 
In a nutshell these are some 
of the reasons why a chief ex 
ecutive in Pennsylvania usually 
falls into the “lame duck" sta 
tus in his declining years. 
What than makes the differ 
ence with Mr. Lawrence? Tile 
key: 
tile erstwhile Pittsburgh 
mayor has been “the” strong 
power in tile Democratic Party 
long before he ever became 
Governor — an attribute for 
example, not found with any of 
his half-dozen predecessors in 
the gubernatorial sanctum. 
When David I.eo Law'renee 
leaves his leather swivel chaii 
he will still have the party scim 
iter in his hands — and will have 
more to say on who will be hi* 
successor than his predecessor* 
ever enjoyed. 
Mr. Lawrence may be head­

According to the senators that 
traveled with him, the youngest 
of the Kennedy brothers accom­ 
plished this amazing diplomatic 
feat by his thorough knowledge 
of each African nation and by 
giving a special gift — a gold, 
plated tie clasp replica of Sen­ 
ator Kennedy's World War PT 
boat — to each leader. 
Young Kennedy's knowledge of 
African affairs came from hours 
of advance preparation and brief­ 
ings at the State Department. 
But the gift idea wasn't planned. 
It came about when the Ken­ 
nedy group called on President 
William Tubman. When the Li­ 
berian leader took a fancy to 
the tie clasp, young Kennedy 
gave it to him explaining what 
it represents. 
The gift — taken as a present 
from President-elect Kennedy — 
made such a hit with Tubman 
that young Kennedy, who wax 
carrying a box of the clasps 
left over from the campaign, 
decided to present one to every 
African leader that he met.

Tiffany Leaves,

in this field. 
In a farewell report, he had tw-o 
pieces of advice for Congress: 
1. It should consider selecting its 
committee chairmen on some oth­ 
er basis than length 
of serv­ 
ice. The seniority system has had 
the effect of making Southerner* 
chairmen of important commit­ 
tees when Democrats are in con­ 
trol. 
2. It should consider reducing 
the number of Congress member* 
from states In proportion “ to th* 
extent they denied the right to 
vote on account of race." 
This, too, was aimed at South­ 
ern states accused by commission 
agents of systematically keeping 
large numbers of Negroes from 
voting. 
“ As to the presidency and the 
hite House staff,” Tiffany said,

In some homes water can be 
carried up from basement hy­ 
drants, others are devoid of sani­ 
tary facilities for a growing 
length of time each day. One 
family, 
unable to keep their 
aged mother comfortable in the 
worsening situation, has had to 
send her to stay with relatives 
indefinitely. 
“Indefinitely” seems the best 
descriptive term for the matter 
Numerous complaints have been 
made to the water company but 
nothing 
has 
been 
done. 
Mr. 
Raymond 
Angle, chief stock­ 
holder, president and operator 
of the ro m an y, has said that 
the mains, 
pumps and other 
equipment have been checked 
and found to be in proper work­ 
ing order. He has no plans for 
improving the situation. 
Many residents have written 
to the Pennsylvania Public U til­ 
ity Commission. The PUC has 
requested Mr. Angle to come to 
Harrisburg to discuss the situa­ 
tion. Mr. Angle has not gone, 
but he told one resident he has 
no intention of going. 
Mr. Angle’s home is equipped 
with a private water system and 
does not use company water.

used at nomination meetings of 
locals, that insufficient notice of 
nomination meetings was given, 
that many union members could 
not vote because polls were open 
only during certain hours. 
Judge Marsh, in rejecting the 
plea for a temporary restraining 
order, observed that Rarick had 
not used union appeal machinery. 
The judge also said the case 
could be taken to the U. S. secre­ 
tary of labor. 
Finally, Judge Marsh said Ash­ 
ton could file a formal complaint 
with

charges, and it would be pro­

Ashton told newsmen later he 
was uncertain what future action 
he would take. 
McDonald defeated Rarick for 
president in 1957 by a slightly less 
than 2-to-l majority after Rarick 
easily won nomination.
